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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


The treasurer’s report shows accurately the condition of the 
town finances. It will be seen that in the ordinary course of town 
business a reduction of last years indebtedness appears of $600, 


but the town this year suffers from an unexpected burden. of ex- 


pense in its efforts for self preservation, growing out of the at- 
tempt before the legislature to divide the town on the petition of 
Wm. M. Morrison and 36 others. ‘This petition originally con- 
templated the annexation to Littleton of Concord Gore, so-called, 
and eighteen other lots, valuation eighty-four thousand dollars, 
but in the last session of the legislature the committee on towns 
dropped off the Gore and most of the eighteen lots and asked for 
about three hundred acres valued at sixteen thousand dollars, 
which was especially in the interest of H. C. Libbey and his 
friends in Littleton. ‘The sentiment of our town as to any ques- 
tion of division was strongly expressed at its town meeting held 
March 10th, 1885, when it was voted that ‘The town is opposed 
to any partition of its territory. That it instructs its selectmen to 
use all methods and means and employ counsel and assistance 
necessary to resist all such purpose.” 143 votes in the affirma- 
tive and 22 in the negative. Bt: 
The matter before the legislature had to be promptly met by 
the selectmen and the feeling in the town, as verbally expressed, 
was almost unanimous in its desire to fight vigorously the attempt 


to divide the town. A remonstrance to the legislature against the 


division petitioned for was promptly drawn up and signed by 239 
voters of the town. Amid the tricks and maneuverings of petty- 
fogging lawyers and lobbyists at Concord, the selectmen, who 
gave the matter their strict personal attention, were obliged to be 
guided by the advise of their counsel, Messrs. Bingham, Mitchells 
& Batchellor. Outside counsel and assistance for reasons which 
were then important was deemed necessary in the progress of the 
case, and the selectmen worked with an eye single to the interests 
of the town and to the purpose in hand, to the best of their abili- 
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ty. The bills of attorneys and lobbyists which could not be cal- 
culated until the work was done have since been brought in and 
paid. Many of these charges we are free to say are excessive. 
Each charge appears in the Treasurer’s statement of the case; 
they have been paid by the selectmen because compelled by law | 
and honor so to do, but many of the charges seem very unreason- 
able to us and doubtless will to the town. The success of our 
cause was due largely to the able and untiring efforts of W.H. 
Mitchell, Esq., our counsel, and the Hon. John G. Sinclair, the 
latter gentleman charging nothing for many weeks service but 
personal expenses. John Pierce, Jr., also rendered valuable as- 
sistance for which he received nothing but his own expenses. 

The Treasurer’s report shows the whole expense of the above 
litigation to be $2,527. Deduct from this the $40 received of 
H. C. Libbey paid by agreement toward defraying the exsenses 
of the legislative committees on towns, reduces the amount to 
$2,487. . | 

BLACKSMITH HOLLOW. 

A good work was done in Blacksmith Hollow in June. The 
road was raised about four feet and widened by putting in a bank 
wall about nine feet high on the north line of the road. It was 
done partly by the assistance of public spirited cittzens in labor or 
money, the remainder by the town at an expense of about $300. 
We would suggest that with the same public spirit the town may 
succeed in improving the hollow on Mt. Agassiz street, near the 
residence of Elisha Swett. 

| CRUFT ROAD. 

One of the first duties of your selectmen was to settle an un- 
pleasant litigation with Mr. I. S. Cruft in reference to building a 
road from A. E. Swasey’s to the old Gale River Mill. This mat- 
ter was settled amicably without any cash expense to the town, 
Mr. Cruft agreeing to put in good condition for summer travel the 
Swasey and Gale River roads and build the new road if the town 
would give him his highway tax for 1887 together with Swasey’s 
and Chas. Herbert's highway taxes, which we agreed to do and 
we understand the road is built or nearly so, although the select- 
men have not been called on to examine the road. 
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ROAD MACHINE. 

Agreeably to vote of the town last March your selectmen pur- 
chased a road machine and are well satisfied that it is a good in- 
vestment. Although we labored under disadvantages last year we 
were well pleased with the work of the machine and with proper 
management the town will derive much more benefit from using 
it the coming year, and we would suggest that a part or the whole 
of the highway tax be paid in money. We think one half of one 
per cent. paid in money will put our roads in better condition than 
three fourths of one per cent. paid in labor and believe one half of 
one per cent. paid in money is all we need for repairing roads the 
coming year. | 

HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS. 

Forty dollars has been expended in opening a highway and 
building a cattle-pass on C. J. Phillips road. A road was laid 
from near C. C. Burt’s house by Mitchell Thibodeau’s and Joseph 
Lamere’s to the foot of the Lamere hill. The new highway 
shortens the distance more than one mile. Land damage paid, 
$50. Said road made by the petitioners without cost to the town. 
Considerable expense has been incurred in repairing sidewalks, 
also more than one hundred dollars in extending the brick walk 
on Main street, and forty-four rods of gravel walk was made be- 
tween the Centennial and West End houses at an expense to the 
town of twenty-two dollars. We would recommend gravel to re- 
place worn out plank walks, especially upon the side streets. 

CEMETERIES. 

Some action should be taken by the town in the appointment of 
a committee to have the oversight of its two cemeteries and pro- 
vision made for an appropriation*to put and keep them in proper 
condition. Mr. W. H. Presby was employed to draft a plan of 
the new cemetery, which has been accepted by the selectmen oe 
is on file in the town clerk’s office. 

COUNTY PAUPER CLAIMS. 

The county pauper bills reported due in the last town report 
were paid in full which is very unusual and perhaps never has 
been before in the business of the town, which is creditable to the 
last board of selectmen. The same methods have been followed

At our last annual meeting the town voted to raise $150 to 
purchase a safe for the safe keeping of the town records. Gen. 

T. Cruft kindly offered to look for one in Boston and the 
selectmen authorized him to purchase one that was offered on very 
low terms. It in every way answers the purpose and does credit 
to the town and the purchaser. The cost was $150 with the ad- 
dition of freight.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


CrrizENS OF BETHLEHEM :— 

Another year has passed and it becomes our duty to report to 
you the manner in which we have expended the generous appro- 
priations made at the last annual town and school meetings for 
the support of our public schools. 

Mr. H. J. Kenney was re-elected at the last annual school meet- 
ing as a member of the school board. No changes have been 
made during the year as to the management of the several Schools, 
each member of the board having the immediate supervision of 
the same districts as last year. . 

It is encouraging to find less dissatisfaction under the workings 
of the new law than during our first term of office. We have been 
able to give in the aggregate fifty weeks more schooling than last ~ 
year, and as a general thing we have been fortunate in the selec- 
tion of teachers, and all the schools show a marked improvement 
from our last report. The amount raised for repairs was not 
large enough to warrant any very extensive improvements and we 
have only done what was absolutely necessary in this direction. 
A larger sum will be required for the ensuing year as some of our 
school rooms are in a very bad condition. 

During the year we have introduced new text books in Reading 
and Mathematics which we think has had a tendency to increase 
the interest of the scholars in these branches of study; the ex- 
pense to the parents has been but little more than it would have 
cost to have bought new books to replace those worn out in the 
old series. | 

We believe money raised for the purchase of Globes and Maps 
for the use of the schools would be a good investment. Per- 
mit us to call your earnest attention to the necessity of having 
your children attend the schools, see that they are present as often 
as possible; a little home instruction will greatly aid them, espec- 
ially the younger ones. ' Take an interest in their lessons; do not 
allow them to stop studying at the close of the term. | 
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In conelusion, do not leave your schools to the entire manage- s 
ment of others. Visit them and see whether your money is being a 
profitably expended ; see that you are having a good school, for 
on the education of the rising generation depends in a great meas- _ 
ure the prosperity of our town and country. . Z 9

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REPORT OF SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The schools the past year have continued in the line of success~ 
ful work. In the High and Primary departments the teachers of 
the previous year, Mr. Guild and Miss McClure, have creditably 
continued their work, and. since the first half of the fall term Miss 
Moses of Meredith, N. H., has with marked ability filled the po- 
sition of teacher in the Grammar department. 

The district at its last annual meeting, besides voting the nec- 
essary three hundred dollars for the desired thirty-two weeks for 
three schools, and two hundred dollars more towards an addition 
to furniture and for incidental expenses, with a spontaneous out- 
burst of generous feeling, and in eloquent testimony to its interest — 
and ambition in the school work, unanimously voted an addition- 
al five hundred dollars to raise the school building which set be- 
low the grade of the road and thus provide a lower room with 
connected conveniences for the comfort and health of the pupils. — 
The work has been done by a committee appointed at the meeting 
and whose report will be made. The result of the improvement : 
is directly and indirectly to the advantage of the school. The 
money voted seems to have been intelligently and economically 
used, and that committee may justly represent to the district the 
necessity of a small appropriation to complete some unfinished in- 
terior work. 

The schools of our district seem established upon a promising — 
and we believe stable basis. The number of tuition scholars © 
from adjoining school districts and our neighboring towns. testify 
to their good repute. We have no endowment fund nor costly 
school building to allure by specious or pictured advertisement 
scholars to our town, yet no town is better known abroad, for its — 
respectable character, its healthful location, its superior boarding | 
accommodations ; nor are the advantages offered and the results — 
to be attained in our schools inferior to those offered by any neigh- 
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boring town. We have every inducement, through united zeal 
and generous support, to uphold and still further elevate the char- 
acter of our schools, for the priceless advantages given our own 
children, for the sake of the town in the development of intelli- 
gent and enterprising citizens, and for the benefits that may come 
to us in the future in the patronage of pupils from beyond our 
town. 

As the schools are now in session the tabulated report accom- 
panying refers to only six weeks of the present winter term. 

The annual district meeting is called for Saturday, March 17, 
at two o’clock, p. M., at the school house in Dist. No. 1.
